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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Amendment filed under 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 1 6 on April 3, 2008, forms the basis for this 
Office Action. In said Amendment Applicant cancelled claims 4-6, 8-11, 13, 15, 17-19 
and 26. Claims 1-3, 7, 12, 16 and 20-25 had previously been cancelled. The remaining 
claim 14 stands as allowed. Accordingly, after a further update search, t he Amendment 
is herewith entered . 



Allowance 

2. Claim 14 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : 

(a) with regard to cited prior art, see statement in previous Office Action under 
"Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject Matter" regarding Kawasaki et al, while 

(b) within the context of a light-emitting device comprising the claimed 
semiconductor layer (n-type GaN, active, p-type GaN layers) and the claimed ZnO 
transparent electrode, a Mg-doped ZnO film disposed on a light emission side of an 
outer surface of said ZnO transparent electrode, said side being opposite to the side on 
which the claimed substrate is located, has not been found in the prior art, nor is said 
Mg-doped ZnO film obvious over the prior art. The Mg-doped ZnO film of the invention 
increases protection against acid/moisture damage (Figure 1 and discussion on page 3 
of the original Specification) while the Mg-doping does not affect resistivity of said ZnO 
electrode, being restricted to a separate film, while the contact potential is minimal in 
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view of the similarity of material across the interface between said electrode and said 
film. In this context, a Mg-doped ZnO film as encapsulating or protecting cover on a 
ZnO electrode or ZnO conductive layer has not been found and is not obvious over the 
prior art.
